DEATH OF WOODROW WILSON 


Woodrow Wilson died Sunday 
morning, February $ after hovering 
for several days between life and 
death. The end came peacefully. 
Fatigued and worn by the battle with 
death which 'began before he left the 
White House in 1921, the war-time 
president of two terms, eight of the 
most momentous years in the history 
of the world, closed Jiis eyes and pass¬ 
ed peacefully away, his last words be¬ 
ing “I am ready.” It would require 
a large volume to tell'all the interest¬ 
ing things that happened to Woodrow 
Wilson while he was participating in 
making the treaty of peace in Paris in 
1918-19. It would also require an¬ 
other volume to tell the story of di¬ 
plomatic manouvers, intrigues, and 
dramatic moments that attended it. 
In 1920 he was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize for being “the person who 
has promoted most or best the frater- 
rity of nations and the abolishment or 
reduction of standing armies and the 
formation aftd increase of peace con¬ 
gress.” He remarked that the cause 
of peace and the cause of truth were 
of one family. “Whatever has been 
accomplished in the past is petty com¬ 
pared to the glory of the promise of 
the future.” He lived his last years 
and died in the “glory of the promise 
of the future,” confident that 
right, as he saw it, would ulti¬ 
mately prevail. He never lost faith 
in the League of Nations, but- he lost 
faith in some of the human beings 
who were its inevitable elements. He 
died feeling confident that as presi¬ 
dent he had done his best for humani¬ 
ty, but that his best was not at all 
that he might have wished. Woodrow 
Wilson was a great man and it is no 
doubt a fact, he was the greatest man 
who ever graced the presidential chair 
since the time of Lincoln. The London. 
England Sunday Express writing edi¬ 
torially on the death of Woodrow 
Wilson, published the following: 
“Woodrow Wilson was the greatest 
American since Abraham Lincoln. He 
was a failure, like Moses, because he 
was not allowed to lead Europe into 
the promised land. But in a hundred 
years the historian will rank h-'s fail¬ 
ure as a peacemaker higher than the 
success of any other figure in the 
great war. Already the limelight of 
fame is dim on the faces of the men 
who slew Wilson’s dream. Five years 
of disenchantment have restored our 
lost perspective. Wilson, on his death¬ 
bed, dwarfs his betrayers on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Ha was crucified by 
the politicians.’ 


THE DEATH MARCH - 

A writer in the New York Tribune 
attempts to make the casualty lists of 
the late war more real than mere fig¬ 
ures can make them. He asks us to 
visualize the dead as marching past on 
a city street first the British dead. 
"At daybreak they start, twenty 
abreast. Until sundown they march 

- and the next day, and the next. 

For ten days the British dead pass in 
review. For eleven days • more the 
French dead file down the ‘Avenue of 
the Allies/ For the Russians it would 
require the daylight of five more 
weeks. Two months and a half wodld 
be requir ed for the Allied dead to pass 
a given pointr'The^ngm^dead would 
require more than six weeksT Eot four 
months men actually killed in the war 
passing steadily twenty abreast-

We know the 
most of the folks of our community 
and they know us. We have a com¬ 
mon interest in things—in having bet¬ 
ter roads, better schools, successful 
churches, more .trees and flowers and 
whatever else makes life more useful 
and enjoyable.

OLD AND NEW FORT GARRY 



T HE story of the Winnipeg 
forts of the early fur-trading 
days—Rouge and Gibraltar, 
Douglas and Garry, is among the 
most interesting that could be 
found anywhere. When Verendrye 
came to the junction of the Red 
and Assiniboine Rivers in 1738 he 
established Fort Rouge. The 
Northwest Company, sixty years 
later, established Fort Gibraltar 
and a few years later Fort Dou¬ 
glas, named after Thomas Dou¬ 
glas, the fifth Earl of Selkirk, was 
constructed by the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. Many stories are told 
of conflict* between the servants 
of the^ Hudson’s Bay and NiVth- 
West Companies, but the feuds ter¬ 
minated with the amalgamation of 
the two companies in 1821. and the 
first. Fort Garry was erseted as a 
trading post and settlers’ depot. 


This was an elaborate structure 
with stone walls, bastions and port¬ 
holes. 

On 1831 the building of Lower 
Fort Garry, 19 miles down the 
river was commenced. This was for 
a time the residence of the Gov¬ 
ernor of Rupert’s Land and the 
seat of government. In 1835 Up¬ 
per Fort Garry was begun at the 
junction of the two rivers and this 
was the centre of business, gov¬ 
ernment, education and public af¬ 
fairs for more than 30 years, and 
was the nucleus of the present city 
of Winnipeg. 

The Fort was sold in 1882 and 
the front gate, now owned by the 
city and^Janding beside the new 
Fort Garry, the hotel of the Can¬ 
adian National Railways, is all that 
remains of this historic group of 
buildings.

The cost of adminis¬ 
tering the business affairs of the fe¬ 
deral, provincial and municipal gov¬ 
ernments is too cosbly, hence the drive 
being made to reduce. 

Calgary claim^ that it is' Canada’s 
leading sunshine city. The record for 
sunshine for the fall was as follows: 
September, 195 hours or an average 
of 6Vi hours daily; October, 22§ hours 
or 7 1-3 hours daily average; Novem¬ 
ber, 156 hours or 5 1-ahours daily. 

The Scottish Immigration Society, 
which last year brought out fifty fa¬ 
milies of Hebrideans, totalling 350 
people, to locate in Alberta, plans to 
bring 125 more families this year, ac¬ 
cording to Father Andrew Macdonnell, 
who js interested in the njovement. 

The Calgary district of the Soldi¬ 
ers’ Settlement Board has received a 
larger amount of payments from sol¬ 
dier settlers thaw any other district in 
the Dominion of Canada. This is an 
excellent record and again proves that 
Southern Alberta is the banner dist¬ 
rict in the dominion. 

When the Farmers’ government 
took over the affairs of the province 
in 1921 there was a direct liability on" 
the province of $66,925,380.40, or $110 
fbr every man, woman and child, in¬ 
cluding Indians, in the province. There 
was also an indirect liability of $52,- 
081,507.48, or $87 per head of popula¬ 
tion. 

At the present time Canadian eggs 
are barred out of American markets 
by an 8 cent duty and yet American 
eggs are being shipped into Canada 
and only paying a 3 cent a dozen duty.

Forms and.information may be 
had from G. A. McTaggart, local re¬ 
presentative at High River, who will 
■ be glad to assist the farmers in secur¬ 
ing skilled farm help and avoid if pos¬ 
sible the exhorbitant demands of farm 
laborers during the harvest season 
last year. 

The Spiljed organization of Eng¬ 
land are planning to spend $2,000,000 
in the port of Vancouver ^nd milling 
interests in Britain are investing their 
money to complete flour mills in Cal¬ 
gary all of whch looks as if the long 
awaited flow of pounds sterling in 
western Canada ha s commenced. The

basis of any future action the govern¬ 
ment may take.

ABOUT FARM HELP 

The Soldier Settlement Board are 
endeavoring to meet the farmers’ 
problem for next season in the mat¬ 
ter of farm labour for the summer 
months by endeavoring to ascertain 
the number of men required by the 
farmers in each district, the nationali¬ 
ty most suited to the farmer and the 
wages the farmers are willing to pay. 
This information will be passed on to 
the Immigration agents overseas in 
the various countries so soon as it is 
secured in order to obtain an ample 
supply. A number of application 
forms have been mailed to farmers 
throughout the province requesting 
them to fill in this form signifying 
what nationality of man they would 
like, whether experienced or whether 
they would be prepared iri the alter¬ 
native to take an inexperienced man, 
the wages they are prepared to pay 
and when they want the man. The 
farmers have been requested to mail 
these applications to the board’s local 
supervisor, who for this district is Mr. 
Geo. McTaggart, of High River. An 
endeavor will be made to fill these 
requirements overseas and it is pro¬ 
posed so far as is possible to deal with 
the applications on the principle of 
first come first served. Those fanners 
who are likely to want a man are 
therefore urged to send in their ap¬ 
plication to Mr. McTaggart as soon 
as possible in order that an endpavor 
may be made to fill their requirements 
by the Immigration authorities over¬ 
seas. ‘A fanner who contemplates the 
employment of a man and would like 
one of these application forms may 
procure one by sending a postcard to 
Mr. McTaggart. The filling of an ap¬ 
plication does not obligate the farmer 
to emplo y a man on arrival nor will 
the board accept responsibility that 
the position will be filled. Every en¬ 
deavor will be made, however, to meet 
the fanner’s needs in this respect as 
he expresses them. 

GOOD ADVICE 

The editor of “Farm and Ranch Re¬ 
view” offers the following wholesome 
advice to the farmers of Alberta: As 
an organization, the U.F^A. has been 
on the wane during recent years. That 
is .most unfortunate. There is surely 
room in the province of Alberta for a 
strong farmers’ association, attending 
strictly to its knitting,” whose pro¬ 
nouncements on subjects affecting ag¬ 
riculture might be listened to with re¬ 
spect and interest by legislators, poli¬ 
ticians and other classes.
